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(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To solve the problem that it is difficult to obtain desired 
information by communicating with others at ease in various communities on the 
Internet. 

SOLUTION: This system forms a town space on a network and user's rooms are 
opened therein. A common space management part 20 manages the town space and 
an individual space management part 22 manages the user's rooms. A user 
management part 24 manages information regarding users and an action management 
part 26 manages the actions of characters symbolizing the users. An event 
management part 28 processes events occurring in the town space.

CLAIMS 



[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] The imagination town space which is the familiar town which exists actually 
and used as the model the town which it is charmed by the individuality and people 
visit Form beforehand on an accessible server via a network, and the imagination room 
of the character which symbolizes a user in said town space is established. The virtual 
space offer approach characterized by realizing the virtual life which said character 
was made to execute said user's imagination activity by proxy centering on said room, 
displayed the situation on the screen, and maintained the sense of distance of every 
day and non-****. 

[Claim 2] The virtual space offer approach according to claim 1 characterized by 
making a community form by the user who had a common taste for every town space 



by setting up beforehand two or more town space which used two or more towns with 
different individuality as the model, respectively, and making said user choose to any 
said room is established among the town space of these plurality. 
[Claim 3] The share space management section which generates the imagination town 
space which is the familiar town which exists actually and used as the model the town 
which it is charmed by the individuality and people visit, The user management section 
which sets up the character which symbolizes a user and manages the character for 
every user. The virtual space offer system characterized by including the individual 
space management section which establishes the imagination room of said character 
in said town space, and the action Management Department which makes said 
character execute imagination action of said user [ centering on said room ] by proxy. 
[Claim 4] It is the virtual space offer system according to claim 3 characterized by 
making said user choose to any said share space management section sets up 
beforehand two or more town space which used two or more towns with different 
individuality as the model, respectively, and said individual space management section 
establishes said room among said two or more town space. 

[Claim 5] Said action Management Department is a virtual space offer system given in 
either of claims 3 and 4 characterized by realizing communication through each 
character between other users who chose the same town space. 
[Claim 6] In order to permit entrance of said character to said town space, said user 
management section attests said user, while acquiring said user's individual humanity 
news beforehand. Said action Management Department A virtual space offer system 
given in either of claims 3-5 characterized by maintaining said user s anonymity in said 
town space by making said character execute by proxy imagination action of the user 
who passed said authentication. 

[Claim 7] The event management section which generates the event in said town 
space is included further. Said user management section After obtaining consent of 
said user about the reception of advertising information, the information about said 
user's attribute and the information about taste are acquired beforehand. Said event 
management section Select the goods which suit attribute or taste of a user, and the 
event relevant to the goods is generated in said town space. A virtual space offer 
system given in either of claims 3-6 characterized by setting a link to the pages 
affected of said goods beforehand at the item which appears in the event. 
[Claim 8] Said event management section is a virtual space offer system according to 
claim 7 characterized by setting a link as the delivery object which used said selected 
goods as the motif beforehand to the pages affected of the goods, and sending said 
delivery object to said room using the character according to the delivery object. 
[Claim 9] Said event management section is a virtual space offer system according to 
claim 8 characterized by transmitting the delivery object to other addressing to a user 
when there are transfer directions from the user who received said delivery object. 



[Claim 10] Said event management section is a virtual space offer system given in 
either of claims 7-9 characterized by omitting the input of said individual humanity 
news in said pages affected, and processing accounting to the purchase of said goods 
by referring to the individual humanity news beforehand acquired by said user 
management section. 



DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention] This invention relates to the virtual space offer approach and a 
system. This invention relates to the technique of building a virtual space on a 
network by electronic processing especially. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] As a result of tools', such as the Internet base's and a 
personal computer's, permeating general society widely and information interchange 
becoming easy in recent years, many communities through notice plate service, chat 
service, a mailing list, etc. came to be formed. Unknown persons with a common hobby 
exchange information mutually, and such a community enjoys conversation, and is 
being established as a place which increases an associate. Arguments which became 
white-hot depending on the theme may be exchanged. 
[0003] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] However, if unknown persons' 
communication increases, the scene which the part collision and friction produce will 
also increase. By text-based communication, it also influences especially that neither 
feeling nor an intention can get across to a partner easily. Since such a scene was 
encountered, there are not little those who keep communication by the Internet at 
arm's length. There is a community which puts observance and manners of the Ruhr 
into practice so that friction may not take place, and there are also those who sense 
that such the Ruhr is rather troublesome. 

[0004] On the other hand, the community where arguments which became white-hot 
are exchanged may rise only by some participants in fact, and an ambient atmosphere 
may be exclusive. Moreover, the case where a community is damaged by those who 



abused the anonymity on the Internet is also conspicuous. When a participant cannot 
reveal his history in comfort, information to acquire is not acquired easily, either. Now, 
it is difficult to communicate without one person's one who will accept it on the 
Internet losing oneself-likeness. 

[0005] this invention person is what made this invention based on the above 
recognition, and the purpose is in offer of the technique of building on a network a 
community with the sufficient comfortableness which a user has a sense of closeness 
and can feel him. 
[0006] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] The mode with this invention is related with the 
virtual space offer approach. The imagination town space which this approach is a 
familiar town which exists actually, and used as the model the town which it is 
charmed by that individuality and people visit Form beforehand on an accessible 
server via a network, and the imagination room of the character which symbolizes a 
user in the town space is established. A character is made to execute a user's 
imagination activity by proxy centering on the room, the situation is displayed on a 
screen, and the virtual life which maintained the sense of distance of every day and 
non-**** by this is realized. 

[0007] "The familiar town which exists actually" is the concrete town and city which 
exist really, and is the meaning which directs the town comparatively near every day 
by assuming except the ground of a distant foreign country, or obscurity land here. 
"The town which it is charmed by the individuality and people visit" may be a location 
has the purposes, such as shopping and leisure, and "is visited", and may not be a 
place of residence for many people actually. For example, a non-****-location whose 
implementability which resides for many people is low like the center of the town 
which does not almost have habitation area, or a city is sufficient. By using such a 
town as a model, a user can experience the virtual life which does not pass every day 
and is not past [ non-**** ]. A "network" may also contain the Internet. "Town 
space" may be a superficial expression as long as spatial breadth can be imagined 
easily. "The imagination town space used as the model" may be the fictitious town 
space which assumed the figure of the past or the future by using as a motif its town 
besides in the case of copying the town which exists actually as it is. 
[0008] A community may be made to form by the user who had a common taste for 
every town space by setting up beforehand two or more town space which used two 
or more towns with different individuality as the model, respectively, and making a 
user choose to any the room is established among the town space of these plurality. 
For example, like towns, such as the town and Karuizawa where the store of a luxury 
brand like Aoyama or Omotesando is built and located in a line, and a cottage ground 
of a mountain slope like Tateshina, a town like Kichijoji or Shimokitazawa which can 
enjoy shopping freely, Shonan, or Kamakura, two or more towns which marine sports 



classified according to various themes, such as a prosperous town, are used as a 
model, and town space is set up. The area in which it lives by making a town choose 
from the inside can be divided with a user s taste. Since it is classified by the hobby 
which was alike to some extent, or the owner of taste, a user can feel easy, can stand 
still at the town, and can communicate with the others freely. 

[0009] Another mode of this invention is a virtual space offer system. The share 
space management section which generates the imagination town space which this 
system is a familiar town which exists actually, and used as the model the town which 
it is charmed by that individuality and people visit, The user management section 
which sets up the character which symbolizes a user and manages the character for 
every user. The individual space management section which establishes the 
imagination room of a character in the town space, and the action Management 
Department which makes a character execute imagination action of the user 
[ centering on the room ] by proxy are included. 

[0010] Here, each functional block contained in this system may be included by any of 
the server which constitutes a system, and a user terminal. For example, the share 
space management section, the user management section, the individual space 
management section, and the action Management Department may be included by 
either or the both sides of a server and a user terminal, respectively, and, in any case, 
are expressed by the same name. When offering these functions in the form of a 
software module, you may perform in any of a server or a user terminal. 
[001 1] The action Management Department may realize communication through each 
character between other users who chose the same town space. While the user 
management section acquires a user's individual humanity news beforehand, in order 
to permit entrance of the character to town space, a user may be attested, and the 
action Management Department may maintain a user's anonymity in town space by 
making a character execute by proxy imagination action of the user who passed 
authentication. Since only those who registered individual humanity news into the 
server can come in while it is safe, since it can participate to a community, without 
exhibiting the individual humanity news of self, a user can prevent invasion of those 
who commit a vicious action anonymously. 

[0012] The event management section which generates the event in town space is 
included further. The user management section After obtaining consent of the user 
about the reception of advertising information, the information about a user's attribute 
and the information about taste are acquired beforehand. The event management 
section A link may be beforehand set to the pages affected of goods at the item which 
selects the goods which suit attribute or taste of a user, is made to generate the 
event relevant to the goods in town space, and appears in the event. An "event" is a 
flea market, a fireworks display, etc. which are held in the town, for example, and the 
web page related if the goods currently sold at the store prepared into it or its store 



are clicked may be displayed. It may be determined based on attribute and taste of a 
user which event is generated. Service besides goods is also included in "goods." 
[0013] The event management section may set a link as the delivery object which 
used the selected goods as the motif beforehand to the pages affected of the goods, 
and may send a delivery object to the room using the character according to the 
delivery object. For example, in the screen on which a user's room was displayed, you 
may come for the character of parcel delivery service to deliver goods, and the web 
page related if a user clicks the goods may be displayed. It may be determined based 
on attribute and taste of a user which goods are sent. 

[0014] The event management section may transmit the delivery object to other 
addressing to a user, when there are transfer directions from the user who received 
the delivery object. Thereby, distribution of the advertisement by information 
interchange between users is realized. By referring to the individual humanity news 
beforehand acquired by the user management section, the event management section 
may omit the input of the individual humanity news in pages afFected, and may process 
accounting to the purchase of goods. When this system has work of an accounting 
server, a user can purchase goods without troublesome procedures, such as an input 
of card information, easily. 

[0015] In addition, what permuted the combination of the arbitration of the above 
component, the component of this invention, and the expression mutually between an 
approach, equipment, the system, the computer program, etc. is effective as a mode 
of this invention. 
[0016] 

[Embodiment of the Invention] The virtual space offer system in this operation gestalt 
establishes the user s imagination room in the town space which the user chose. A 
user uses the imagination room as well as his room as his room. [ who can set 
actually ] For example, when a user returns from a school or work in the real world, it 
becomes the location at which it logs in and stands still with the same feeling as 
checking an electronic mail, mail, an answering machine, etc. A neighbor, a neighboring 
man, and conversation are enjoyed and an opportunity to carry out shopping in a 
shopping center is sponsored. Since this town space is offered with the interface 
which can be operated easily, even if it is not the person well versed in the Internet or 
a computer, it can participate easily. 

[0017] Drawing 1 shows the virtual space offer structure of a system. The virtual 
space offer system 10 contains two or more user terminals 12 and virtual space offer 
servers 1 4 which were connected through the Internet 1 6. 

[0018] Henceforth [ drawing 2 explained below ], the user terminal 12 and the virtual 
space offer server 14 are drawing functional block realized by those cooperation, 
although the program which can be realized with components including CPU of a 
computer and has a data transceiver function by software in hardware realizes. 



Therefore, these functional block is variously realizable with the combination of 
hardware and software in inside. The virtual space offer server 14 may be built in ASP 
(Application Service Provider) with the configuration containing a web server, and a 
user terminal 1 2 may be a configuration containing a personal computer and the web 
browser installed in this. 

[0019] Drawing 2 is the functional block diagram showing the configuration of a virtual 
space offer server. The virtual space offer server 14 includes the share space 
management section 20, the individual space management section 22, the user 
management section 24, the action Management Department 26, the event 
management section 28, and the communications department 30. Each functional 
block transmits and receives data between the user terminals 12 on the Internet 16 
through the communications department 30. The communications department 30 may 
have others and router ability and server ability. [ function / data transceiver ] 
[0020] The share space management section 20 generates the imagination town 
space which is the familiar town which exists actually and used as the model the town 
which it is charmed by the individuality and people visit. The share space management 
section 20 contains the town space data-hold section 32, the area map attaching part 
34, and the town space display 36. The town space data-hold section 32 holds 
indicative datas, such as an image required in order to display town space on the 
screen of a user terminal 1 2. The area map attaching part 34 holds arrangement data, 
such as a building contained in town space, a road, and the name of a place. The town 
space data-hold section 32 and the area map 34 set up beforehand two or more town 
space which used two or more towns with different individuality as the model, 
respectively, and these are displayed on the screen of a user terminal 12 by the town 
space display 36. 

[0021] The individual space management section 22 establishes the imagination room 
as a location in which the character which symbolizes a user resides in town space. 
This room may use a residence as a model and may use the cabin of accommodations 
as a model. The individual space management section 22 contains the room data-hold 
section 38, the address data-hold section 40, the room display 42, and the individual 
space setting section 43. 

[0022] The room data-hold section 38 holds indicative datas, such as a layout 
required in order to display the imagination room on the screen of a user terminal 12, 
and an image. For example, the layout of the interior of the room, the image of 
furniture, a wall, the design of a floor, etc. may be held. 

[0023] The address data-hold section 40 holds the address of each user s room in 
town space. This address may consist of a code which pinpoints town space, and a 
code which pinpoints the room. 

[0024] The individual space setting section 43 makes a user choose beforehand to 
any the room is established among two or more town space, and records the selection 



result on the address data-hold section 40. A community is formed by the user who 
had common liking for every town space. Since a setup of the theme of conversation, 
a subject for discussion, etc. is not carried out for every town space, the excessive 
argument or the excessive exclusive ambient atmosphere cannot be born easily. A 
user can set up the layout of his room freely and the setup is recorded on the room 
data-hold section 38 by the individual space setting section 43. The set-up room is 
displayed on the screen of a user terminal 12 by the room display 42. When displaying 
a user's room own [ the ], the indicative data of the user s room is detected from the 
room data-hold section 38. When displaying other users' room, with reference to the 
address data-hold section 40, the indicative data of the room of the user of the 
address is detected from the room data-hold section 38. 

[0025] The user management section 24 sets up the character which symbolizes a 
user, and manages the character for every user. The user management section 24 
contains the identification information attaching part 44, the individual humanity news 
attaching part 46, the character information attaching part 48, the individual record 
attaching part 50, the attribute information attaching part 52, the taste information 
attaching part 54, and the user authentication section 56. 

[0026] The identification information attaching part 44 holds user ID and a password. 
User authentication of the user authentication section 56 is carried out using user ID 
and a password. The individual humanity news attaching part 46 holds individual 
humanity news, such as a user's name, the address, the telephone number, and credit 
card information. In order to permit entrance of the character to town space, the user 
management section 24 attests a user, while acquiring a user's individual humanity 
news beforehand. 

[0027] The character information attaching part 48 manages the character for every 
user. For example, the image of two or more sorts of characters is held beforehand, a 
user is made to choose the character of arbitration from the inside, and the 
correspondence relation of the selection result and user is held. 

[0028] The individual record attaching part 50 manages an address book, a bookmark, 
etc. which are recorded for every user. For example, the item which the user acquired 
in town space may be managed. 

[0029] The attribute information attaching part 52 manages attribute information, 
such as a user's sex, age, and an occupation. The taste information attaching part 54 
manages the taste information about a hobby, liking, etc. of a user. The user 
management section 24 acquires a user s attribute information and taste information 
beforehand, after obtaining consent of the user about the reception of advertising 
information. 

[0030] The action Management Department 26 makes a character execute 
imagination action of the user [ centering on the room ] by proxy, and communication 
through each character between other users who chose the same town space is 



realized. The action Management Department 26 maintains a user's anonymity in town 
space by making a character execute by proxy imagination action of the user who 
passed authentication. The action Management Department 26 contains the 
processing section 58 of operation, the migration processing section 60. and the 
message-processing section 62. 

[0031] The processing section 58 of operation processes the dynamic image display 
about the event which makes it generate in action of a character, and town space. The 
migration processing section 60 manages the location of the character which moves in 
the inside of town space. The message-processing section 62 processes transfer of 
the message in the e-mail and the chat which are exchanged by transfer of the 
message from this system to a user, and users etc. 

[0032] The event management section 28 generates the various events in town space. 
The event management section 28 contains the event generation section 64. the 
delivery processing section 66, the link processing section 68. and the accounting 
section 70. 

[0033] The event generation section 64 selects the goods which suit attribute or 
taste of a user, and generates the event relevant to the goods in town space. The link 
is beforehand set to the pages affected of goods at the item which appears in the 
event. For example, if the game of baseball is broadcast as an event in the baseball 
field built in town space to the male user who makes it a hobby to watch sport games 
and the user clicks the image of a baseball field, pages affected are opened and the 
ticket of the next game can be purchased, for example, — eating and drinking — a 
hobby — ** — carrying out — a woman — a user — receiving — a town — space — 
inside — building — having had — a department store — it can set — an event — 
****** — new work — wine — fair — holding — the — a user — wine — an image 
— a click — carrying out — if — pages affected — opening — having — 
direct-delivery-from-the-farm wine — it can purchase . 

[0034] The delivery processing section 66 sets a link as the delivery object which 
used the selected goods as the motif beforehand to the pages affected of the goods, 
and sends a delivery object to a user s room using the character according to the 
delivery object. For example, the web page of the field in which a user gets interested 
is linked to the newspaper image, and a newsboy sends the newspaper to a user. For 
example, the delivery object which used Biel as the motif to the male user who makes 
eating and drinking a hobby is set up, the web page of the Biel firm is linked to the 
image of the Biel. and the character of an alcohol store is made to deliver. 
[0035] A user can transmit the received delivery object to other users. The delivery 
processing section 66 transmits the delivery object to. other addressing to a user, 
when there are transfer directions from the user who received the delivery object. 
The user who received the transmitted delivery object can direct a transfer of other 
goods as gratitude. Thereby, an advertisement can be circulated among users. 



[0036] The accounting section 70 processes accounting about the pay service in this 
system. Especially the accounting section 70 may process accounting in other web 
pages linked from this system. For example, in the web page relevant to the event 
which the event generation section 64 generates, or the web page relevant to the 
delivery object by the delivery processing section 66, the accounting section 70 may 
process accounting at the time of a user purchasing goods. By referring to the 
individual humanity news acquired beforehand, the accounting section 70 omits the 
input of the individual humanity news in pages affected, and processes accounting to 
the purchase of goods. Thereby, when an event and delivery arise, the goods can be 
purchased immediately. 

[0037] Drawing 3 is the functional block diagram showing the configuration of a user 
terminal. A user terminal 1 2 includes the share space management section 72, the 
individual space management section 74. the user management section 76, the action 
Management Department 78, the event management section 80, and the 
communications department 82. Each of these functional block achieves the function 
corresponding to the share space management section 20 contained in the virtual 
space offer server 14 of drawing 2 , the individual space management section 22, the 
user management section 24, the action Management Department 26, the event 
management section 28, and the communications department 30, and is assigning the 
respectively same name. Each functional block operates by transmitting and receiving 
data between each corresponding functional block of the virtual space offer server 1 4. 
and data are transmitted and received between the virtual space offer servers 14 on 
the Internet 16 through the communications department 82. For example, you may 
function in the web page read into the Internet browser software, and the form of a 
program. 

[0038] Drawing 4 shows a town space selection screen. The UDDI area 180, the 
casual area 182, the ocean area 184. the brand area 186, the urban area 188, and the 
nostalgia area 190 are displayed on this screen as alternative of town space. The 
UDDI area 1 80 uses the cottage ground of mountain slopes, such as Karuizawa and 
Tateshina, as a model. The casual area 182 uses shopping towns, such as Kichijoji and 
Shimokitazawa, as a model. The ocean area 184 uses seashore zones, such as Shonan 
and Kamakura, as a model. The brand area 1 86 uses boutique towns, such as Aoyama 
and Omotesando, as a model. The urban area 188 uses along the bay zones, such as 
Odaiba and Shibaura, as a model. The nostalgia area 1 90 uses downtown areas, such 
as Asakusa supposing a user's childhood age, as a model. 

[0039] A user chooses the town space which has interest charmed, and sets up his 
room there. Since a real town is a model, a user can experience the temper of residing 
in the town. A residential street, a shopping town, an amusement center, a park, a 
public office, etc. are tidily arranged for every town space. The store included in 
shopping area sells the goods in alignment with the theme for every town space. The 



image at which it looked down for every town space, and the image of scenery may be 
displayed. 

[0040] Drawing 5 shows the screen which displays a user s room. The room image 111 
corresponding to a user and the Maine character 106 which symbolizes a user are 
displayed on the room screen 110. A sofa 108. a table 107, television 104, radio 109, 
etc. may be arranged in this room, for example, a sofa 108 may be beforehand linked to 
the web page of a furniture store, and television 104 may be beforehand linked to the 
web page of a household-electric-appliances dealer. The wine 102 placed on the table 
107 may be beforehand linked to the web page of a mail order of wine, radio 109 or 
television 104 is beforehand linked to the web page of CD shop, and the music 
recorded on the CD may flow. 

[0041] If the words 92 of the delivered goods 94 or the delivery character 96 are 
clicked when the delivery character 96 visits in the room, the pages affected of goods 
94 will be opened. For example, when the character which used the alcohol store as 
the motif has sent Biel. if Biel is clicked, the web page of the Biel firm will be opened. 
The delivery character 96 is good also considering delivery of mail delivery and a pizza 
store, delivery of a Chinese restaurant, delivery of a buckwheat noodle shop, etc. as a 
motif. 

[0042] When the street selling vehicle 98 passes by besides an aperture, if the street 
selling vehicle 98 or its words 100 is clicked, the pages affected for sale will be 
displayed. For example, a click of the baked sweet potato vendor who passed by 
opens the web page which can purchase a farm-fresh potato. The street selling 
vehicles 98 may be the stall of a rahmen, a tofu maker, a windchime store, etc. 
[0043] The message carbon button 84, the scene display carbon button 86, the 
going-out carbon button 88, and the room migration carbon button 90 are further 
displayed on the room screen 110. If the message carbon button 84 is clicked, the 
message sent to the user can be read. A click of the scene display carbon button 86 
displays the landscape image of the town space. If the going-out carbon button 88 is 
clicked, it can move all over a town. If the room migration carbon button 90 is clicked, 
it can move to other users' room. When it visits in other users' room, the user's room 
is displayed, the delivery object sent there can be clicked and pages affected can also 
be displayed. 

[0044] Drawing 6 shows the screen at the time of a user choosing a migration place. A 
map 1 14 is displayed on the migration place selection screen 1 12. If a store is clicked 
in a map 1 1 4, the pages affected of the goods to sell will be displayed. If a residence is 
clicked in a map 114. it will move to the residence. When a residence is an apartment, 
the moving-in situation column 116 is displayed. If the moving-in mark 118 which 
shows a moving-in situation is displayed and the mark 1 18 is clicked, the room will be 
displayed on the moving-in situation column 1 1 6. 

[0045] The return carbon button 120, the floor assignment column 122. the floor 



decision carbon button 124, the room assignment column 126, and the room decision 
carbon button 128 are further displayed on the migration place selection screen 112. 
A click of the return carbon button 120 displays its room. If the floor which wishes to 
visit is specified as the floor assignment column 122 and the floor decision carbon 
button 124 is clicked, the moving-in situation column 1 16 of the specified floor will be 
displayed. If the room number which wishes to visit is specified as the room 
assignment column 126 and the room decision carbon button 128 is clicked, the image 
of the specified room will be displayed. 

[0046] Drawing 7 shows the table of the identification information which an 
identification information attaching part manages. The identification information table 
142 contains the user ID column 144, the password column 146, and the mail address 
column 148. A user's ID is recorded on the user ID column 144, and a corresponding 
password and a corresponding mail address are recorded on the password column 1 46 
and the mail address column 148, respectively. 

[0047] Drawing 8 shows the table of the individual humanity news which an individual 
humanity news attaching part manages. The personal information column 130 contains 
the user ID column 132, the name column 134. the address column 136, the card class 
column 138, and the card number column 140. A user's ID is recorded on the user ID 
column 132, and a corresponding name, the address, the class of credit card, and its 
card number are recorded on the name column 1 34, the address column 1 36, the card 
class column 138, or the card number column 140, respectively. 

[0048] Drawing 9 shows the table of the character information which a character 
information attaching part manages. The character information table 150 contains the 
user ID column 152, the character number column 154, and the room number column 
156. A user's ID is recorded on the user ID column 152, and the number of a 
corresponding character and the number of the room are recorded on the character 
number column 154 or the room number column 156, respectively. 
[0049] Drawing 10 shows the table of the attribute information which an attribute 
information attaching part manages. The attribute information table 158 contains the 
user ID column 160. the sex column 162, the age column 164. and the occupation 
column 166. A user's ID is recorded on the user ID column 160, and corresponding sex, 
age, and an occupation are recorded on the sex column 162, the age column 164, or 
the occupation column 1 66. respectively. 

[0050] Drawing 1 1 shows the table of the taste information which a taste information 
attaching part manages. The taste information table 168 contains the user ID column 
170 and the taste information column 172. A user's ID is recorded on the user ID 
column 1 70, and corresponding taste information is recorded on the taste information 
column 1 72 according to category. 

[0051] Actuation by the above configuration is explained below. 

[0052] Drawing 12 is a flow chart which shows actuation of this system. First, after 



checking whether the user is registered or not (S10). the user is attested (S12) and 0 
is set as the status flag a of a users character (SI 4). The next processing is 
distributed according to a status flag (S16). In the case of a= 0 which shows an initial 
state, its room is displayed (SI 8), In moving in the room, it deals with (S26Y) and its 
migration actuation (S24). As a result of processing, if it is a= 0, and it is return (SI 8) 
and a= 1 in its room, it will move to others' room (S20). and if it is a= 2, it will move out 
of the room (S22). 

[0053] Drawing 1 3 is a flow chart which shows the detailed actuation of SIC in drawing 
12 . When user registration is not carried out (S30N), user registration is made in the 
following procedures. First, individual humanity news, such as a name and the address, 
is registered (S32), and the information on a credit card is registered (S34). The 
handle which is the kana of the user who uses in a community is registered (S36), and 
a character is chosen (S38). The town space which establishes the room is chosen 
(S40). and the class of room is chosen (S42). The above information is registered into 
the user management section 24, and is managed. 

[0054] Drawing 14 is a flow chart which shows the detailed actuation of SI 8 in drawing 
12 . First its room is displayed (S48). If (S50Y). goods, etc. are clicked when an event 
occurs (S52Y). the pages affected will be displayed (S54). Processing of S50 to S54 is 
repeated until it comes out of the room (S56). 

[0055] Drawing 1 5 is a flow chart which shows the detailed actuation of S20 in drawing 
12 . The room where a user wishes to visit is chosen (S60). and the room is disjjlayed 
(S62). When talking a chat etc. among users (S64Y), conversation data are transmitted 
and received among users (S66). If (S68Y) and a user click goods etc, when an event 
occurs (S70Y), the pages affected of the goods will be displayed (S72). Processings 
from S64 to S72 are repeated until a user comes out of the room (S74). 
[0056] Drawing 16 is a flow chart which shows the detailed actuation of S22 in drawing 
12 . First, if town space is displayed (S80) and the building in it is clicked (S82Y), the 
linked pages affected will be displayed (S84). Processing of S82 and S84 is repeated 
until it clicks a residence (S86). 

[0057] Drawing 1 7 is a flow chart which shows the detailed actuation of S24 in drawing 
12 . In migration processing of a character, when a user issues directions of the 
purport which returns to its room (S90), 0 is set as a status flag a (S98). when the 
purport which it visits to others' room is directed (S92Y). 1 is set as a status flag a 
(S96), and, in the case of others. 2 is set as (S92N) and a status flag a (S94). 
[0058] In the above, this invention was explained based on the gestalt of operation. It 
is just going to be understood that the gestalt of this operation is instantiation and 
deformation various about the combination of those each component and each 
treatment process is possible and that such a modification is also in the range of this 
invention by this contractor.
